THE CHINA MALL. 


THE,‘ YELLOW ' PERIL, 


In the April number of the Anglo- Russian 
Soviety Journal sppeara an article on * tho 
“Yellow” Perl,’ from tho pen of our 
London correspondent, Mr Ei. H, Parker. 
‘Alter tracing historleally the move of tho 
yellow races from’ B.C, 140, Me Parker 
aumne up as followa:— , 


Tho Chinose have always been happy at 
home, and, except from a very Timited sos: 
board, have never wished to amigrate at 
all, ‘Chough willing to defend their homes, 
thoy sro somonhat parockially inclined, 
and they sre historically destitute of any 
‘jlngo' notions, Though there have been 
ono or two ambitious Chinese Emperor, 
their actlons fave on the whole been 
cereured rather than approved by the 
verdict of postority, Alt * conquest,” other 
than the natural expaogion of husbandmen, 
has beon undertaken eithor under Tartar 
londership or in self-defonce against Tartar 
violence. In renewlng their ‘influence’ 
over the West, the Chineso have acfod 
with caution, and it haa always happoned 
that protests havo been mado by the wisost 
of their statesmen. The ‘ Manji' dynasty 
of Sung, even yotuntarily ‘drew a line! 
abandoning to Indo-Ohina, and to the Yiin 
Nen princea, the troublesome expansions 
of preceding dynasties. Tho present 
dynasty haa never sought to ovorrun weak 
noighbourr, like Corea, Annam, and (when 
Russia was weak) Russia, Three canturios 
ago, the Japancse conqueror Hideyosh! 
overran Corea, and even concolved the ides 
of subjugating Ohine ; but hia idea of over- 
running Corea was partly in order to got 
rid of troublesome Christian genorals and 
intrigues. After hia death Japan settled 
down to a harmless exclusive lite, and for 
£60 yeara Japan and Chins have lived 
peacefully, almost ay uttor ftrangers to 
each athor, A a 

In & word, there never has been 1 
‘yellow’ peril to Europe, eithor in incep- 
tion, in davelopmont, or in ‘being.’ His: 
torically viewed, it is a figment of tho 
imagination. 

Itia a very diferent question when wo 
puss on to discuss the provocation which 
tnight conceivably create in Chinn tho 

desperate resolye to abandon cld traditions, 
and to become a ‘ conquering" race. Th 
tho past, China's warlike ardoura have all 
bad the justification of self-defence, Why 
should thoy not be rekindled now, undor 
the exacting prossuro of Europe? Tho 
history of Eurojenn relations with Chins 
up to the and of the past century has often 
hoon sketched, but up to t 0 dnpanese war 
and the Boxer revolt, everything woa 
politically normal, ovon Jf unsatisfactory ¢ 
no sorious race {ucling wad stirred up. 

At the date mentioned in the opening 
lines of thia paper (1885) Twas ‘in the 
thick nf it’ in Covea, Rusaian influence, 
under the straightforward and pradent 
inanagemont of Mr Waebor, was only just 
intmducing itself, England was in posses: 
eien of Port Hamilton and Upper Burma, 
The Japinese ‘wore dospised by Chinn. 
China's Neot was rapidly asserting itself, 
and there was every proapect of a Manchu 
regeneration. Unfortunately at that period 
rapid changes of governmont were goin 
on in England, which fact, coupled wit 
tho Port Hamilton and Burma episodes, 
pilnced loca) English diplomacy under some 
unavoidable suspicion. Tf Sir Harry 
Parkes had lived, possibly a better * job! 
than a ChinoJapanese war would have beou 
mate the outcome of the business. There 
wan really nothing at that dete (1886) to 
provent a satisfactory and streightforward 
understanding between Japan, Chins, 
Russia, Great Brituin, and Amorica, which 
were then tho only five powers intimately 
concerned, En apite of the handicaps men- 


tioned, the trump cards were really all in| P 


the hands of Great Britain at the date of 
Sir Harry Parkos' lamented death, and for 
a year or two aftorwards. 

After « poriod of ruddortess drifting be- 
twvon 1887 and 1894, war at lant broke out. 
China was crushed, and Japan was deprived 
of her fairly acquired rights hy conquest. 
But it was Sie roi non colts for defenceless 
China, After watching her opportunity 
forn couple of years, Gern.any towards tho 
ond of 1897 made o protext of the murdor 
of two missionaries to obtain for herself in 
China the long-coveted * placo in the sun.’ 
Unfortunately international glass houses 
are too numerously distributed to justify in 
othor nations the casting of diplomatic 
atones at Germany; bat it is no exaggera 
tian to say that this high-handed, and some: 
whst ungenerous treatment of a weak and 
ignorant power shocked what few vestiges 


of conscience tho Christian political world | 4 


had left. Germany had thus taken ad- 
vantage of the two yellow powara, oach in 
succossion, when it was helpless and down, 


|and the debit sccount is of course duly

Tho other great 
Powers seem to have boen taken so much 
by surprise by this ‘new diplomacy ’ that 
evon supposing, Which is doubtful, ther 
had boen apy chivalrous or genorous im:

ment, Assresult of all this throwing out 
of footers; this diplomnatic-chicanery and 
Juggling, it sooms to havogradually damned 
upon the minds of tho atitemen of Great 
Britain that there was only one ally we 
could thoroughly trust, and. that ally waa 
Japan, who now, qaito apart from any 
sympathetic impulses in favour of her 
ancient neighbour, mast perforce have be- 
gun to feet on her own account that ‘ when 
the lips ow ‘gone tho teeth fool cold.’ 
Quite apait from her allisnce with Great 
Britain, made in order to preservo the 
political and commercial balances in the 

‘ar East, itcan scarcely be doubted that 
the upectacl of greedy injustice on the 
part of Ohristian Kuropo has strongly im- 
planted in tho Japanese roast tho notion 
that sho must, as a hiatorical duty, and for 
sheet self-prusorvation, take the whole 
Yellow Racoin hand, aud ret it firmly upon 
its independont legs again, 

And why should it not be sv? Intellect- 
ually both the Chinese and Japanesy aro 
our equals, although in military gonius and 
in tho oxact acjonces they may have tem- 
porarily fallon behind. Religion nover 
waa, and nover will be, anything but o 
matter of opinion; and however mach 
many of us may feel convinced that the 
Christian religion is bettor than the tech. 
ings which have so long governed the Far 
Eastern conscience, it cannot be deniod, at 
least by Protestants, that the Japanese 
have an equal right with ourselves to docide 
what the Christinn religion ia to be for 
them. No Christian denies that the 
Founder of Christianity presched for all 
men, and certainly not only for Jews and 
Romans. Tho Japanose and the Chiseso 
are ontitled to demand that the amo 
evidences that have caused and still csugo 
us to believe, shall bo Laid before thom in 
order that they may themselves docido 
whut it is fitto uceept. The Dikado has 
as much right to constitute 8 Church, in- 
dependentafthe Pope, ashave the Czar of 
Russia or tho Kings of Kagland. Two de- 
cados age the Japanese asm matter of fact 
were soriously thinking of adopting Chris- 
tianity offically, in ordor to qualify for 
equality with Europe ; itia quite certain 
that social family equality with Europa is 
impoasible su long as polygamy is allowed 
to exist in Japan. In view, howevor, of 
the form in which Christian Powars have 
presented themsolves in the Far Bast 
during the past ton yoara, the Yollow 
Powers may well pause, pick, and choose 
before they dmit our mori superiority. 

Tho question of skin colour and general 
shyniqquo cannot of cou ro bb ignored ; but 
if our European projudices will not allow 
us to mix frooly on equal terms with the 
Yellow race, we have no right to force 
ourselves upon them to greater oxtent 
than we concede to them tho right 
of foteing themselves upon us. The nition 
manly enough and strong onaugh to assort 
its equality will insist upon having 
it, and there seems no reason for English. 
non to be aihamed of aaisting the Yellow 
race to obtain this power of asserting itself, 
The letter of Sir Frank Svetteahany to The 
Times upon the subjects of Chinese coolio 
Jabour in the Tranavantond of Austrolian 
unfnirness towards the Ohinesé and Malays, 
appcara to me to be welland truly inspired, 

ha Chiness have been the mating of all 
our colonies in the Malay peninsula, oa the 
Chinese and Japaneso combined have heen 
tho making of Honolulu. There is no 
uestion of ‘peril’ there, nor has the quos- 
tion risen in serious forms in any othor 
placo where Chineso emigrants are found in 
large numbers; as, for instance, in the 

Dutch inlands; in Burma, Assam, Sinm, 
and Penang ; or even in Hongkong, where 
tke sewn of Chinese rasality is apt totake 
refuge, Chinese make admirable citizens 
everywhero, and in climates where the 
white man cannot work they aro always 
welcoma, in apite of their alleged tices. 
It seems to be only whero a Chinoman’s 
legitimate competition conflicts with tho 
interests of tho white mon, that the rhito 
man, who insists upon the fullest rights of 
L competition in defenceless China, discovers 
a doadty peril to his morals in the thresten- 
od advent of tho yellow race. 


For tho sake of argument let us alsumo 
that it is only the erxors of our statesmon 
and tha prejudices of; our labourers that 
have been to blame, and that our naission- 
rariog are entirely free from reproach in this 
mattor. In that caso, what is their object 
in endeavoring to convert the yollow races? 
Supposing they were comp etely successful, 
do they propose to offer thom s complete 
oquality in Heaven, bit to reserve ihde- 
finitely in this world. for European 
Christiane tho pulling of the strings? There 
is some sort of em oxcuse for clear 
prejudice in the United Staten, whoto tho 
recollection of slavery and: of.a-alavo war 
has left a bitterness which cannot bo vipad 
out in a generation, But, if weare 6o 
anxious stout tho etomal. souls of tho 
Chinese and Japanose, why, make ach e 
fuss about their merely temporary, bodies ? 
Who are'we Europeans that. should take 
oxclasively to ourselvoi tho banofits of a 
reformed ot 8 Protestant Jewish religion. 
and dony equal. rights in. it to ancient 
civilfcations like those ot Japan and China? 
If there bo any poril innssisting Japan to 
secure hor share of the cmunanest rights of. 
mankind, and then perhaps ing on to 
aid. a - neighbour (having like henelf 0 
* historical’ mission”) to do the same thing,’ 
the peril jsontirely of our own making, a

In marshalling to the beat of my ability, 
the historical .evidends past and prosent, ro- 
levant te the matter under discussion, Ido 
not decelve myself aato the miulmum im- 
portance of my personal opinion, It ap- 

ra to me indeed, that no man’s opinion 
19 of any importance, apart from tho reasons 
he can furnish; and the means he possognee 
for translating his convictions into doeds, 
or wt least of bringlnground others to act 
by the cogency of hiaarguments, So far as 
T have over ventured, in discussing Russia, 
upon the emotional aa distinot from tha ju- 
aicial mupect. it must bo ndmitted by thore 
of the Society who did mo tho honour to 
read or disouss my paper of July 2nd, 1901, 
upon ‘Apglo-Russtan Relationa’—not to 
mention othor political papers ro-publishod

tention has recently boen called toa Rus- 
sian transtation of ancthor of my hooks,— 
‘China’ (John Murtsy),—made entirely 
without my knowledgo. As the reviewer 
has beon pleased to introduce mo to the 
Russian public as ‘an individual not infoct- 
ed by the much too cammon British rabies 
against Ruesia, I am thas able to submit 
specitie ovidance, drawn from an unimpea- 
chablo source, that my own estimate of my- 
solf in this matter is not presumptuously 
favourable, 

Yet little value as I claim’ foropinions 
still undeniably fair on the above premises, 
T feel bound to changothom with tho times, 
aud with the trend of recant Russian po- 
licy. Making evory psychological allow- 
ance fora natural dire on tho part of 
Russian statesmen to strike whilst the iron 
is hot, in urder to seoura the devilopmont 
of their Empire, I amanadte to cape from 
tho conviction that thoold policy of fairness 
and moderation towards China has now 
sadly changed for tho worse. Having but 
Inst autumn returned from a second visit to 
Finland and St. Peterburg, I feelthosama 
sympathy fortho warm-hearted masses, and 
the same admiration for many gonorous 
Russian qualities that I felt before. But 
with tho ‘policy,’ as evinced within the 

ast four years towards Finland, tho Jawa, 
hina, and above all Japan, I have no

is entirely on the sideof Japan inthe-pre- 
sent wat, : 
Politics appowr tomo to po, -in a vast 
scale, like a rubber of whist: Tho players, 
are, in rogard to each card played, cour- 
teously assumed & priori to bo oboying 
the rulos, which, nono the les, sta based 
on the assumption that each player may 
yield totemptation.
